Arthur reported to the United 
Nations today that virtually 
the entire population of North 
Korea would have fled across 
the 38th Parallel to escape 
Communist o p p r e s s i o n if 
given the opportunity. 
In a summary of operations cov­ 
ering the period from December 
15, 1950. to January 15. 1951, the 
s u p r e m e commander of U.N. 
forces in Korea also said that d u r­ 
ing the first two weeks of January, 
Allied war planes carried out the 
heaviest attacks of the war. 
MacArthur disclosed that the air

consecutive 
days of operations and made their 
100.000th 
"sortie” 
during 
this 
period 
With regard to the flight of 
civilians 
from 
Communist-domi 
nated North Korea. Gen. MacAr­ 
thur said: 
Refugee Problem Grows 
"The refugee problem is grow­ 
ing daily. More than a million ref­ 
ugees are pouring past the U.N. 
lines into South Korea. 
"There is little doubt that given 
the 
opportunity, 
practically 
the 
entire 
North Korean population 
would have migrated to the south 
in search of sanctuary.”

HARRISBURG. Feb. 24— (INS) 
—Legislation designating July 24 
as the 1951 primary election date 
and 
limiting absentee voting to 
members of the armed forces will 
be up for final action Monday 
when the general assembly recon­ 
venes. 
The measure as it passed the 
Senate switched the primary date 
from September 18 and set up vot­ 
ing procedure for servicemen and 
women. 
The Hou^e adopted the proposal 
after inserting the provision limit­ 
ing it to armed forces personnel 
and asked the upper chamber to 
concur. 
If the Senate insists on the orig­ 
inal version and the House refuses 
to accept the proposal minus the 
amendment the measure will be 
handed to a conference committee 
composed of three members from 
each chamber with orders to re­ 
solve the impasse. 
First Legislation 
Should the House draft be ac­ 
cepted by the Senate and adopted 
it will be the first major piece of 
legislation to be sent Gov. John S. 
Fine during the 1951 session. 
So far, not one dissenting vote 
has been cast against the proposal 
in either House. 
The state elections bureau 
is 
anxious for adoption of a soldier 
vote law and the official designa­ 
tion of a primary date so that elec­ 
tion machinery can be set in mo­ 
tion and a schedule of filing dates 
completed. 
The bill, co-sponsored by Repub­ 
lican Senators Murray B. Peelor, 
Indiana, and Albert 
R. 
Pechan, 
Armstrong, would enable members 
of the armed forces to participate 
in the election of a president and 
other officials in 1952

His death tentatively was ascrib­ 
ed to a heart attack. 
Reports from the scene of the 
crash said that the high-ranking 
corps commander collapsed after 
he “walked away” from the wreck­ 
ed aircraft shortly after it plunged 
into the rain-swollen stream. 
Directly Under Ridgway

As 
Ninth 
Corps 
commander, 
Moore was directly under Lt. Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway, Eighth Army 
commander, and one of the four 
top-ranking generals in Korea. The 
other two are Maj. Gen. Frank W. 
Milburn and Lt. Gen. E. M. Al­ 
mond. who head the 
First and 
10th Corps, respectively. 
Moore, one of the few army gen­ 
eral officers who served in both 
•the Pacific and European theaters 
during the second world war, was 
born June 6. 1894 in Ellsworth, 
Me. 
Thirty-three years after he grad­ 
uated from West Point in 1917 as a 
second lieutenant, Moore return­ 
ed to the historic academy as its 
commanding officer, a post once 
held by Gen. MacArthur. 
In the interim his brilliant rec­ 
ord netted him a chestful of dec­ 
orations. More than half a dozen 
of them 
were 
awarded 
by 
the 
United States and other nations 
for 
his 
outstanding 
service 
in 
World War Two.

include the Silver 
Star 
with Cluster and the Distinguished 
Service Cross—two of America’s 
highest 
awards— as well 
as the 
British Distinguished Service Or­ 
der, the French Legion of Honor 
and Croix De Guerre and the Ital­ 
ian Order of St. Lazarus.

Demands By Winston Churchill 


NEW AIR TECHNIQUES OF WAR 
Because of experiences gained in the Korean war, air 
techniques seem to be forcing their way into every phase of 
warfare these days. 
Now the Marines, traditionally an amphibious force, are 
considering the development of airphibious operations to elim­ 
inate the costly first phase of their ship-to-shore landing oper­ 
ations. 
They would like to develop the use of helicopters and 
large cargo planes to make the initial landing in force and pre­ 
pare the beachhead for conventional amphibious landings. 
Plans already suggested would utilize 25 to 30-man heli­ 
copters, short-landing area cargo planes, parachutists, and 
troop-carrying submarines. 


TITO MAKES AN'OFFER 
Yugoslavia’s dictator, Tito, is a Communist and heads a 
.typical Communist state—except that it doesn't take orders 
'.from Moscow. He seems determined to maintain that position. 
*. But he once said he was neutral as between the East and West. 
! Later he said Yugoslavia would go to war tf directly attacked 
* but not in the “interests of other powers.” Now he has gone 
I iu rt her. 
1 
He has said in a public statement that Yugoslavia will not 
only defend herself against assault but will resist any aggres­ 
sion in Europe, provided that the aggression elsewhere threat­ 
e n s Yugoslav indpendence. Of course, Tito can interpret his 
'reservation as he pleases. But his statement seems to mean 
* that any attempt to upset the present balance in Europe, to the 
* detriment of Yugoslavia, will bring him into the struggle. 
How far can Tito be trusted to keep his word? That’s a 
* question hard to answer because his attitude has grown out of 
Russian enmity toward him and not out of enthusiasm for the 
West on his part. 


The lack of perfect 
harmony 
among western nations in their 
efforts to build a mighty barrier 
against communist aggression was 
emphasized sharply today by Win­ 
ston 
Churchill’s 
demand 
that 
Great 
Britain 
be 
acknowledged 
mistress of the seas in the defense 
set-up. 
Britain's wartime prime minis­ 
ter vigorously attacked the nom­ 
ination of Vice Admiral William 
M. Fechteler of the U. S. navy as 
supreme sea commander of the 
North Atlantic defense organiza­ 
tion 
Churchill made it clear that he 
was not attacking Fechteler per­ 
sonally and stressed that be is not 
"hostile" to the United States. 
But the rafter of the House of 
Commons rang with his indignant 
demands to know why Britain has 
— as he termed it—"fallen so far 
into the walks of humility” and 
his acid question: 
"Isn’t there a British admiral 
capable of discharging these func 
tions?” 
U. S. Mightiest Fleet 
Churchill did not deny the fact 
that the United States fleei. built 
and building, is the mightiest in 
the world. 
But his mind was on Drake and 
Nelson and all the great British 
commanders of the first and sec 
ond world wars when he spoke of 
his country's gallant history on 
the seas. 
He made a particular point of 
the fact that in World War II, the 
roval navy sank 525 German U- 
boats, while the American fleet 
accounted for 17. 
Churchill’s defense of Britain’s 
right to command the seas is un­ 
derstandable. 
His custom of signing his fa- 
famous letters to President Roose­ 
velt as "form er naval person” is 
now part of history. 
He was first lord of the ad­ 
miralty for certain periods in both 
world wars. 
He always looks at his best in a 
naval cap and cloak and tradition­ 
ally maintains the greatest pride 
in what Britain calls the “senior 
service". 
Churchill’s 
affection 
for 
the 
navy is, of course, shared by the 
people 
of 
the 
British 
Isles 
to 
whom salt w ater is an integral 
part of life. 
Despite economies 
necessitated 
by 
post-war 
eco­ 
nomics. the proud white ensign of 
the navy is still to be seen flutter­ 


ing on the sealanes and in the 
busy ports of all the world 
Absence of Cohesion Seen 
The absence of absolute cohe- 
tion among the western nations on 
defense was underscored by Chur­ 
chill’s 
pointed 
mention 
of 
the 
claim that Britain is particularly 
entitled to the sea authority be­ 
cause Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
has 
been 
nam«.d supreme com­ 
m ander of western defense forces. 
This recalled persistent reports 
that Britain’s Field Marshal Vis­ 
count 
Montgomery was not the 
happiest man in the world over 
being relegated to a subordinate 
position 
under 
Eisenhower—re­ 
ports that “ Monty” himself would 
heatedly deny. 
There 
have 
been 
other 
indi­ 
cations of dissatisfaction on the 
part 
of 
France 
regarding 
high 
command 
allocations. 
Much 
of 
this has been removed by Gen. 
Eisei.hower's choice of France as 
perm anent 
headquarters. 
There 
was 
considerable 
indignation 
in 
France when Britain bid for this 
designation. 
Inevitably 
also 
the 
German 
problem enters into the issue. 
Resumption 
of 
the 
12-nation 
conference in Paris called to dis-. 
cuss formation of an integrated 
European army again emphasized 
German unwillingness to serve in 
such a grouping save on a basis of 
complete equality. 
The French plan as framed by 
Prem ier Rene Pleven would put 
German troops in a subordinate 
position for at least 18 months 
Reasons for this are well under­ 
stood by a nation twice invaded by 
a militaristic Germany but quite 
inacceptable to a neighbor proud 
of its traditions which feels it was 
misled into combat first by an em ­ 
peror and later by a fuehrer. 
W hether Churchill's blast will 
bring about any changes in the At­ 
lantic treaty setup is problemati­ 
cal. 
Gen. Eisenhower may find 
himself compelled, perhaps long 
before he expected, to exercise the 
talents for arbitration and pacify 
cation which distinguished his r e # 
ord in World War II.

bribes offered by professional gamblers for fixing games at 
Madison Square Garden. The bribes ran as high as $1,500 a 
game a player, and some of these boys were paid to produce a 
wanted “point spread” not in one game but three. 
This summary of the facts reveals that the situation is 
about as bad as it can be. Apparently professional gamblers 
can buy college basketball players, buy them in quantities, and 
keep them bought over extended periods of time. 
These youngsters seem to have had few qualms about 
taking this easy money to help swindlers fleece people who bet 
money on basketball games. 
What is wrong? It is being suggested that scheduling big 
inter-collegiate basketball games in the Garden is responsible 
for these recurrent scandals. And it is true that there were no 
sensational disclosures of game-fixing before basketball be­ 
came a big attraction at the sports arena, beginning six years 
; ago. 
But this argument is probably unfair to the Garden man­ 
agement, which at least polices its premises thoroughly. The 
disease goes deeper than that. 
The motives that led the college authorities to schedule 
games in the Garden are really at fault. These contests adver­ 
tise the schools—if a little too widely and not well of lat«v—and 
bring in cash besides. It is out of this urge for public acclaim 
and profits that these infections come. 
When colleges succumb to it to the point of openly bid­ 
ding for the services of football players, is it any wonder that 
basketball players turn “business men” when they get the 
chance? 
The roots of this malady go deeper than the players, or 
the coaches, or the directors of physical education, or the 
presidents of the colleges. When the alumni demand winning 
teams they start a chain reaction that leads to over emphasis 
on athletics, tc exploitation of athletes, and eventually to what 
has occurred in New York City.

LONDON, Feb. 24.—Spokesmen 
for legions of exiled Poles, Yugo­ 
slavs and other refugees from iron 
curtain countries today pledged 
manpower support for any future 
war against Communist aggression. 
Polish exile military circles said 
that the fires of freedom still burn 
brightly in the hearts of their men 
despite the long years of exile. 
A spokesman for General Wlady-

Anders 
said 
that 
at 
the 
present time there are about 180,- 
000 Poles in Britain. 
“This 
figure 
includes 
men, 
women, and children,’’ said the 
spokesman, “but we could readily 
count on 70.000 to 80,000 men 
pledged to fight communism to the 
death. 
“These men have not lost and 
will not lose their national out­ 
look. Some of them are now, per­ 
haps, too old for military service, 
but their children are reaching 
military age and are imbued with 
the same fire and determination 
as their parents. 
Would Be Fighters 
“Most of the exiles are former 
Polish soldiers and airmen and 
w’ould not need much training to 
transform them into real fighting 
units.” 
A spokesman at headquarters of 
exiled King Peter of Yugoslavia 
confirmed that the ex-king’s offer 
to raise a “division of loyal Yugo 
slavs” for a United States “foreign 
legion” in 
Europe vras no idle 
boast. 
The spokesman said: 
“His Majesty’s letter to United 
States Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
containing 
the 
offer 
has 
been 
broadcast to all free Yugoslavs in 
Europe and we have had thousands 
of letters pledging allegiance. 
“In 
Britain 
alone, 
there 
are 
about 
12,000 
loyal 
Yugoslavs 
pledged to fight communism. 
“In 
France, 
Italy, 
Germany 
Austria there are thousands more 
draftable men who would be will 
ing to seize the chance to fight 
communism and restore freedom 
to Yugoslavia. 
“Our exiles in Britain have lost 
none of their morale.” 
A 
spokesman 
for the 
Czech 
refugee committee in London said 
there are about 3,000 to 3,500 
Czech refugees from communism 
in Britain today. 
“Their 
number 
is 
constantly 
changing as they arrive and depart 
for freedom overseas. But wher­ 
ever they go they will always 
maintain that opposition to com­ 
munism,” he declarefi.

no other help seemed at hand. 
“Everyone should give all he 
can to such an organization a* the 
Red Cross,” he concluded, “be­ 
cause you never know when you 
too may need their help.

Baruch warns that America “can 
furnish only limited aid to others 
and only to those nations willing 
to help themselves” in trying to 
preserve the peace. 
In the March issue of Reader’s 
Digest, Baruch wrote: 
“The task of preserving peace is 
vast enough to enlist the resources 
and energies of all democratic peo­ 
ples 
“Collectively the nations of west­ 
ern Europe do have the resources 
for adequate and effective defense 
— a greater population and a larger 
production of steel, coal and chem­ 
icals than Russia’s. 
“What is needed is to translate 
enough of these resources into im­ 
mediate military readiness. 
“I appreciate how harsh a time 
Europeans 
have 
had. 
But 
the 
Soviets, 
whose 
people 
endured 
even more, have ruthlessly chosen 


to put military pow’er ahead of 
improving living standards. 
“That challenge cannot 
ig­ 
nored. If what is required is not 
done 
now’, 
infinitely 
more 
will 
have to be given up later. Every­ 
thing might be lost under the heel 
of a Soviet occupation. 
“For almost five years, since the 
last war’s end, the Atlantic powers 
have put off a choice that cannot 
be evaded.'’

PLOT VEGETABLE GARDEN IN 
ADVANCE ON, PAPER 
The smaller the garden area, the 
more necessary it is to have a def­ 
inite plan plotted on paper ahead 
of planting time. 
Such a plan will 
assist in making the best use of 
the area available, and the eco­ 
nomical purchase of seed, fertiliz­ 
er and other garden supplies. 
In­ 
dividual plans will vary accord­ 
ing to family needs and availabil­ 
ity of space.

Make the rows straight, from
